AN IMPORTANT INSTITUTION. 


There are a great many persons in Wis- 


consin who will be glad to hear that sub- 
stantial results from the legislation of 
last winter, looking toward the better 
care of the insane, are to be realized. 
"The Wisconsin Association for tho pri- 
vate care o£ tho insane," 'met in this ci"y 
yesterday and perfected its organization. 
Some of the most bberal and public- 
spirited citizens of this state and Illinois 
aro leaders in the movement. Tney aro 
men of means, of conscience, of integri- 
ty, and of enterprise, aud -will give Wis- 
consin an institution that will be a monu- 
ment of honor to them and to the State. 
The association has a capital stock of 
$100,000, and the necessary subscriptions 
have already been made aud paid in. At 
tho meeting of tho association yesterday 
in Janesville, the following officers were 
elected: 


President—Dr. Henry Pulaier, of Janes- 


ville. 


Vice president—Julius Schuering, of 


Chicago. 


Treasurer—Hugh Heron, of Chicago. 
Secretary—Dr. Oscar A King, of Chi- 


cago. 


The Hon. Hiram Merrill, of this city, 


and Mr. J. .W. Lyon, of Canada, were 
elected members of the board. A com- 
mittee on location and buildings, with 
L>r..Palmer ns chairman, was appointed, 
and instructed to report at the earliest 
possible date. Buildings that will cost 
$125,000 aro to bo erected, tho excess 
over tho capital sioc'i to come from en- 
dowments. A number of Kites have been 
offered to the association, but for the 
present these will be visited and tho in- 
ducements 
considered together with 


other propositions, before the location 
will be decided upon by the committee 
Tho work of construction will begin as 
soon as a suitable place can bo obtained, 


Tho public asylums for the care of the 


insaro in all the states are crowded to 
their utmost capacity. 
Each year the 


question has become more and more se- 
rious as to what shall be tho policy ot tho 
state regarding this great public charity 
and burden. The legislatures of Michi- 
•an and Illinois, with three aud. five 
asylums respectively, each 
made 
ap- 


propriations last winter for still another 


reat hospital; while Indiana, with its 


enormous rsylurn for 1,100 patient?, pro- 
vided by legislation recently for three 
olher large institutions. Thero are more 
than 2,200 insane in Wisconsin, and the 
number is increasing in greater ratio than 
population. 
In England and ou the 


continent, one-fifth of all tho insane per- 
sons aro cared for in private institutions 
where they may receive all the comforts 
and luxuries, aud much of tho liberty to 
which they wore accustomed fit their 


omos. Only

England, and 


;hat is rapidly becoming tho case iu the 
eastern states in th.s country. 


Under the law enacted by our legisla- 


ture last winter providing for private in- 
stitutions under state supervision, if tho 
same proposition were treated in private 
institutions here or abroad, no less than 
•100 would be so cared for in this state. 
So great a result cannot now be antici- 
pated, but it may come not far iu the 
luture. At present only those who are 
best able to pay for special care aud the 
united number supported by endow- 
ments, will enjoy the benefit of this new 
nstitution. 


The location ot this important mstitu- 


lou is a quostioQ in which tho public- 
spinted citizens ot Jauesville should take 
a deep interest. An effort should be made 
without much delay, to induce the locat- 
ing committee to select Jauesville. Oth- 
er cities want it and are offering flatter- 
ing inducements. 
Janesville, with its 


ommanding beauty and well-known en. 
torprise, should securo that institution, 
The committee may prefer a location 
nearer Chicago, from which doubtless 
many of the patients will come, but thia 
objection can be easily counterbalanced 
by the extra inducements which our citi- 
zens are abundantly able to offer. 
A site 


near tho city or directly in the city, 
containing ample grounds, should be so- 
cured for this purpose and offered to the 
association. The institution will consist ot 
three hirge and handsomely constructed 
buildings, which will not only bo an or- 
nament to tho city, but in a business 
point of view it will be as much of a sub- 
stantial benefit as any o£ the s atate in- 
stitutions could possibly bo if they were 
located hero. 


In view of these facts, let tho people 


of 
Janesvillo do something promptly,

Ctfl. Watts on Cyclones. 


"Speaking about cyclones," remarked 


Col. 
Dick Watts, '-reminds me of the 


time I was running a moonshine distil- 
lery in the mountains of southern Ken- 
tucky. That was some twenty-five or 
thirty years ago, and I am not afraid to 
refer to it, as the statute of limitation 
bars anjT proceeding that any of my 
^hemies might desire to bring agaiu.st 
me were they acquainted with my pu,st 
life. I and several others wove opening. 
a little copper still, not much bigger'n 
a wash-boiier, in the vicinity of Bald 
Knob, a mountain peak in Lincoln 
County. Our still had a capacitv of 
about four and one-half gallons a day, 
and we run her to her full capacity, but 
after deducting leakage and drinkage, 
wo hardly ever barreled six quarts a 
day. 
One week we run short of mate- 


rial and were compelled to shut down. 
To pass away the time we concluded to 
get up a shooting match for beef. 
You've heard tell of beef shootinfj- 
matchos?

All the people liv- 
ing within a circuit of twenty miles or 
so chip in and buy a good fat beef. It 
is slaughtered and divided up into foui 
quarters, making four prixes to be slio 
for. . The hide and tallow constitutes, 
another prize, and tlie lead shot into tho 
target goes to the man making the sixtl 
best score. 
Well, we gol up our niatcl 


and when the shooting took place there 
must have been something in the atmos- 
phere that made ' my nerves sort ol 
shaky, for I couldn't hit nothing. The 
best I could do was to win the lead, and 
eomo of it was buried in the tree wo hail 
shot at fully three inches deep. Tlir 
whole gang Find gone away and left mi 
picking out (he bullets, and I had sue 
;eeded in gouging 'em all out e.xcop' 
tlirec or four, when suddenly i heard a 
noise like the blowing off of a mud-valve 
on a steamboat. I looked over toward 
the west und was horrified to seo a tre- 
mendous cloud sweeping right directly 
for me at the rate of about a thousand 
miles a 'minute. 
Directly under the 


cloud was something that looked like 
an immense balloon. The lower part 
of it traiJo.d along on the ground, swcep- 
ng trees and everything before it. 
Trees, houses, fences and whole corn- 
ields, for miles and miles, had been 
lifted up and carried along before that 
terrible whatever-it-was, and when I 
first got onto the thing it must have 
been towing fully four or five hundred 
acres of all "sorts'of stuff.
